Denver. Dec. 6.— Ixrst in the eight 
feet of snow between the mines near 
Canon City and their homes, twenty- 
four persons— sixteen miners and a 
rescue party of eight— may have per­ 
ished. 
Their fate wiU not be known 
until the great drift is broken. 
The snow that covers the entire 
state 
also 
has 
buried 
two 
stage 
coaches near Boulder and one near 
Buena Vista and it is feared the d riv­ 
ers and 
occupants 
have 
frozen 
to 
death. 
Snow ranges in depth from three 
to eight feet. 
Never in the history of 
the 
R ocky 
mountains has anything 
been 
experienced 
to 
compare 
with 
the 
storm 
which 
has 
been 
raging 
since Monday. 
The snow in Denver is forty-four 
Inches deep. 
Traffic of all kinds is 
suspended. 
Trains are stalled all over 
#the state. 
, 


Vehicle Traffic Suspended. 


In the city absolutely every sort of 
traffic is suspended. 
Street cars have 
been standing in the streets for thir­ 
ty-six hours. 
As to motor cars none 
even desires to try them. 
Those who 
move at all must do so by foot. 
Conditions in the other cities of 
the state, such as Colorado Springs, 
Trinidad, Canon City, Cripple Creek, 
Victor, Grand Junction, in fact, every 
town in Colorado, except a few small 
places on the west slope, are In even 
worse condition. 
In Denver every downtown hotel is 
crowded, theaters and school houses 
ere being utilized for refugees who 
are unable to reach their homes.

Trinidad 
mining 
district, 
^ h « re m artial law is in existence, the 
tents of both the soldiers and the 
striking m iners are isolated. 
Many of 
the tents, a t the time communication 
was last obtainable from there, had 
been blown down and the suffering 
was said to be intense. 


Many Buildings Collapse.

Throughout this state many bulld­ 
o g s have collapsed from 
the

weight of the snow. 
The roof of the First Baptist church 
cav ed in and twenty persons were 
submerged. 
All were taken out un­ 
injured. 
A t Cheyenne, Wyo.. the entire roof

Btation 
, caved, but no one was reported in­ 
jured. 
The Foster building in Denver waa 
flooded by the bursting of a water 
reservoir on the roof and offices suf­ 
fered great damage. 
In Denver all schools are closed in­ 
definitely. almost every theater has 
canceled its engagements 
until 
the 
weather is more favorable and on top 
of it all a coal famine is impending, 
all 
companies having declared 
that 
deliveries 
under 
present conditions 
are Impossible. 


Bread Fam ine at Denver. 


The groceries are out of bread and 
the butchers declare that if the storm 
continues meat deliveries w ill be im­ 
possible. 
Owing to the strike in Southern 
Colorado the supply of coal to Denver 
has been barely up to demand and 
now that traina are unable to reach 
the city, If the storin contimuw. in­ 
tense suffering is certain. 
The one saving feature thus far h s 
been a moderate temperature. 
How­ 
ever, the weather forecaster says it 
w ill be colder.

Bryan, Tex., Dec. 6.— A death roll of 
more than fifty persons, with scores 
of llood refugees in imminent peril, 
and possibly a thousand others ma­ 
rooned and suffering from prolonged 
hunger and cold, were indicated by 
reports from the flooded Brazos river 
bottoms in this section of South Cen­ 
tral 
Texas. 
For 
more 
than 
firty 
miles the Brazos was three to five 
m iles wide and 
running with 
race 
speed. 
The known dead in Texas floods 
numbered thirty-three before reports 
from the inundated territory in this 
district began coming in. 
The later 
reports 
were 
brought by 
men 
on 
horseback and indicated at least twen­ 
ty more persons had been drowned. 
About two-thirds of the dead 
were 
negroes. 
The couriers’ reports indicated the 
property loss would total $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 
when 
losses 
along 
the 
Brazos 
are 
added to 
the 
already 
heavy damage in other portions of 
the state. 
Henry M artin, vice president and 
general manager of the International 
and 
Great 
Northern 
railroad, 
was 
drowned 
at 
Valley 
Junction, 
near 
here, while attempting to rescue ma­ 
rooned 
flood 
victims.

went to Valley Junction, where the 
confluence 
of

Brazos rivers made a swirling lake, 
six miles across, to direct personally 
the road’s relief forces and was at­ 
tempting 
to navigate a boat

when the frail craft was upset. 
Prom inent planters in the bottoms 
have refused offers of rescue, send 
ing their wives and children to Bryan, 
but themselves remaining behind in 
the water, tearing down portions of 
their buiklings to improvise platforms 
for their stock.

Party of Twenty-four is Stalled Near 


Canon City and It Is Feared They 


Have Perished—Trains 
Unable to 


Move at Any Pointe and in Denver 


Foot Travel Is Almost Impossible. 


Denver, Dec. 6.— Ix/st in the eight 
feet of snow between the mines ne^r 
Canon City and their homes, twenty- 
four persons—sixteen miners and a 
rescue party of eight— may have per­ 
ished. 
Their fate will not be known 
until the great drift is broken. 
The snow that covers the entire 
state 
also 
has 
buried 
two 
stage 
coaches near Boulder and one near 
Buena Vista and it is feared the driv­ 
ers and occupants have frozen 
to 
death. 
Snow ranges in depth from three 
to eight feet. 
Never in the history of 
the Rocky mountains has anything 
been experienced 
to compare 
with 
the storm 
which has 
been raging 
since Monday. 
The snow in Denver is forty-four 
Inches deep. 
Traffic of all kinds is 
suspended. 
Trains are stalled all over 
,the state. 


Vehicle Traffic Suspended. 


In the city absolutely every sort of 
traffic is suspended. 
Street cars have 
been standing in the streets for thir­ 
ty-six hours. 
As to motor cars none 
even desires to try them. 
Those who 
move at all must do so by foot. 
Conditions in the other cities of 
the state, such as Colorado Springs, 
Trinidad, Canon City, Cripple Creek, 
Victor, Grand Junction, in fact, every 
town in Colorado, except a few small 
places on the west slope, are in even 
worse condition. 
In Denver every downtown hotel is 
crowded, theaters and school houses 
are being utilized for refugees who 
are unable to reach their homes. 
In the Trinidad 
mining 
district, 
jrhere martial law is tu existence, the 
tents of both the soldiers and the 
striking miners are isolated. 
Many of 
the tents, at the time communication 
was last obtainable from there, had 
been blown down and the suffering 
was said to be intense. 


Many Buildings Collapse. 


Throughout this state many bulld­ 
o g s have collapsed from 
the 
sheer 
weight of the snow. 
The roof of the First Baptist church 
caved in and twenty persons were 
submerged. 
All were taken out un­ 
injured. 
At Cheyenne, Wyo.. the entire roof 
of 
the 
Burlington railway 
station 
t caved, but no one was reported in­ 
jured. 
The Foster building in Denver was 
flooded by the bursting of a water 
reservoir on the roof and offices suf­ 
fered great damage. 
In Denver all schools are closed in­ 
definitely, almost every theater has 
canceled its engagements until the 
weather is more favorable and on top 
of it all a coal famine is impending, 
all companies having declared that 
deliveries under present conditions 
are impossible. 


Bread Famine at Denver. 


The groceries are out of bread aud 
the butchers declare that if the storm 
continues meat deliveries will be im­ 
possible. 
Owing to the strike in Southern 
Colorado the supply of coal to Denver 
has been barely up to demand and 
now that trains are unable to reach 
the city, if the storm continues, in­ 
tense suffering is certain.

bottoms in this section of South Cen­
